LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  auy  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  auy  matter  or  thing 
which  iu  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬

at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Pills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Pill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person

the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.

Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  29th  November, 
1924,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that 
during  the  years  1910  and  1911  Quarrying  Leases 
Nos.  84,  89,  90,  and  236,  comprising  locations 
situated  in  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  were  issued  under  tiie  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  regulations  in  that  behalf,  which  were 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  13th  May, 
1910,  and  that  assignments  of  these  leases  in 
favour  of  the  Western  Canada  Lime  Company, 
Limited,  of  New  Westminster,  were  subsequently 
accepted  and  registered  on  the  31st  day  of  January, 
1916. 

On  the  31st  July,  1920,  Miscellaneous  Quarrying 
Lease  No.  1  was  issued  in  favour  of  the  same 
company,  under  the  authority  of  an  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  5th  January,  1920,  and  this 
lease  conveyed  the  right  to  recover  a  deposit  of 
disintegrated  lime  or  marl  from  the  available  por¬ 
tion  of  the  bed  of  Cheam  Lake,  in  the  said  Province.
